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OPINION



The appellant, Kenneth Wayne Sams, appeals as of right from the judgment of the
trial court dismissing his suit for post-conviction relief after an evidentiary hearing. The trial
court found that the pleas of guilty entered by the appellant were voluntarily, knowingly,
and intelligently entered. The court further found the appellant received the effective
assistance of counsel as guaranteed by the Sixth Amendment to the United States
Constitution and Article |, § 9 of the Tennessee Constitution. In this Court, the appellant
challenges both findings of fact made by the trial court. After a thorough review of the
record, the briefs of the parties, and the authorities which govern this issue, the judgment
of the trial court is affirmed pursuant to Rule 20, Tennessee Court of Criminal Appeals.

The appellant and the attorney who represented him testified on behalf of the
appellant. The testimony of the witnesses conflicts as to every material fact. The trial
court accredited the testimony of the attorney. The evidence in the record does not

preponderate against the findings of fact made by the trial court.
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
